Yea verily, that State accounting 
law, which is a 
sort of a day 
of 
reckoning for former county 
and 
township officials is a strange statute. 
At first there was an air of absolute 
secrecy about the "whole proceedings. 
The field examiners generally went 
about as the impersonation of a real 
Sphinx and never utter a word. They 
made their report to the head office in 
Indianapolis and there the big finds 
and startling discovery of false usage 
of money was 
given to the 
world 
through the medium of the Indiana­ 
polis papers. 
Then it was that the 
former officials had no opportunity 
to make a denial. 
They could only 
stand by and bear the brunt of the 
outrage. 
But it seems to be different 
now. 
The field examiners call the officials, 
whose records are being examined, 
in and discuss the situation. 
They 
tell them where they are short and 
for what reason, at least, that has 
been the case with the last set of ex­ 
aminers which was here. 
And now 
the reports are sent 
to 
counties, 
where they belong and are given out 
to the home papers at the same time 
they are to the metropolitan papers 
so that the accused may have an op­ 
portunity to deny the allegations. 
On account of that change in the 
management, which is due no doubt, 
to the public sentiment against the 
law, two former county officials have 
paid back into Hie 
Rush 
county 
treasury sums of money, which field 
examiners have 
alleged 
they 
are 
short, before the reports have been 
given out arid made public. 
That is 
the case with William Posey, former 
county clerk, and William King, for­ 
mer sheriff. 
Mr. Posey ha-s paid to the treas­ 
urer $485.82, which the field examin­ 
ers told him lie was short on account 
of retaining fees which, they say, did 
not belong to him. 
Of that amount 
$390.05 was transcript fees, $87.32 
election fees. and $8.45 omitted fees. 
Mr, Posey believed at the time that 
he was entitled to the fees as clerks 
before him had detained them. 
He 
paid the whole amount under protest, 
so that if the 
law is 
changed, the 
county will be compelled to return 
them. 
Mr. King, who 
retired 
from the 
sheriff’s office a year ago, paid back 
to the conn tv $323. 
Of that amount 
$90.50 was for posting election no­ 
tices and $132.50 was “in 
and out” 
fees. 
It will be remembered that the 
sheriffs before him had retained “in 
and out” fees as well as election no­ 
tice fees, and for that 
reason he 
kept them for his own use. He paid 
the total amount under protest.

Even though the agitation against 
high school fraternities all over the 
State has 
be^n 
very 
strong, 
the 
school board at its regular monthly 
meeting last night, took no action 
against the organizations in the lo­ 
cal high school. 
The school board 
here is against such organisations 
because they are against the law. So 
far as any action against them, they 
are not prepared to make any state­ 
ment as 
yet. 
They 
have 
avowed 
their disapproval of them, the princi­ 
pal reason being that they are con­ 
trary to the statutes of the state of 
Indiana. 
William E. Wallace, a member of 
the city school board, said this morn­ 
ing, that so fa r as any defined action 
against the fraternities 
the Rush­ 
ville high school are concerned, there 
had never been any taken, only that 
they had long since expressed their 
disapproval of them being in exist­ 
ence here. 
The 
majority 
r f 
the 
members of the school 
board 
are 
against the fraternities, not only be­ 
cause they are contrary to the state 
law, but beause they are of no value 
whatever. 
They assert that the fra­ 
ternity has no place in the life of a 
high school student and that they 
are absolutely valueless, so far as 
any benefits to he obtained are con­ 
cerned. 


The members of the board feel that 
the agitation will become so strong 
against them that they will sink into 
obscurity. 
They feel that the high 
school fraternity is nothing 
more 
than a mimic of the college fraternity 
and is only the result of an ungov­ 
ernable desire to follow in the foot­ 
steps of their elders. 
Unfortunate­ 
ly. so members of the board declare, 
the high school fraternity has taken 
all that is bad from the college fra ­ 
ternity land eliminated that which is 
good. 
The fraternity in college sup­ 
plies the home life and the 
com­ 
panionship for the young man or 
young woman who is 
away 
from 
home, while in the high school, most 
students have their borne life in their 
own home and the fraternity brings 
no tangible good from that 
source. 
Sa fa r as the social feature is con­ 
cerned, the benefits are nothing since 
high school students gather at func­ 
tions, irrespective of clique or class. 
They may be an excuse to hold meet­ 
ings, but aside from that they are 
valueess, if they may be termed a de­ 
sirable asset. 
Members of the school board hold 
that the public schools are a demo­ 
cratic institution. They are kept up 
by the general taxation of the people. 
One child or student 
has as many 
rights as another. 
And for an or­ 
ganization to be 
fostered in 
the 
school, which creates snobbish pu­ 
pils, cliques and exclusive sets and 
which may cause the less attractive 
school boy or girl to be,excluded, is 
wrong, so members of the board de­ 
clare.

Sell 6,069 Red Cross Seals in Rush­ 


ville During Holiday Season

The members of the local chapter 
of the Tri Kappa sorority are more 
than elated at the success which they 
had in the sale of Red Cross seals 
this year. 
They just sent a money 
order today to the head of the organ­ 
ization in this State for $60159, which 
means that they sold 6,069 
seals 
during the holiday season which just 
closed. That is 1,169 more than they 
sold last year, for at that time they 
only turned in $49. 
Their large sale this year is due to 
their own relentless industry. If they 
had left the sales to the stores it is 
very likely that they would not have 
sold as many as two thousand. 
The 
greater number, by far, was sold at 
the postoffice, where two Tri Kappas 
were stationed continually every day 
for the eight days previous to Christ- 


That the four million, eight hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars borrowed 
by the Indianapolis and Cincinnati 
Traction Company of New York and 
a mortgage given on the line for the 
money, will be used to extend the line 
is certain from the Statement made 
in the mortgage, which covers forty 
printed pages and which was filed in 
the county recorder’s office here to­ 
day.

An official of the company stated 
today that the money was borrowed 
principally to pay off the debts of 
the receivership which was just lift­ 
ed. 
The funds will also be used to 
further equip, operate, maintain and 
construct its railroads and to dis­ 
charge all obligations. 
The mortgage is given to the Cen­ 
tral Trust Company of New York and 
E. Francis Hyde of the 
same city. 
The language of the mortgage, which 
applies to the purpose and use of the 
funds is as follows: 
Whereas the Traction Company is 
duly incorporated under the laws of 
Indiana for the 
purpose of 
con­ 
structing, purchasing, 
leasing and 
otherwise acquiring and owning and 
operating and maintaining a system 
of street and interurban street rail­ 
roads. switches and side-tracks in, 
through and between certain cities 
and towns within said State of Indi- 
anda. specified in its articles of as­ 
sociation, and has duly resolved, by 
vote of its stockholders and direct­ 
ors to borrow money in such amounts 
as shall be 
necessary to 
acquire, 
construct, 
complete and 
equip its 
railroads and discharge obligations 
incurred therefor, and to issue and 
dispose of its bonds for the amount 
so borrowed to the total aggregate 
principal amount of not 
exceeding 
four million, eight hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($4,850,000.00) un­ 
der and subject to 
the 
terms and 
conditions hereinafter specified, and 
to mortgage its property and fran ­ 
chise to secure said bonds.

been m aking a careful study of the 
record of the case, declares th at he 
has found ten votes out of the 108 cast 
for L orim er in the assem bly to be 
tainted. 
Tipis sen ato r predicts th at 
the vote will come on a m otion to de­ 
clare Mr. L orim er’s title to his seat 
invalid. 
It will require sim ply a m a­ 
jority to pass this resolution, w hereas 
to expel a sen ato r would require two- 
thirds of the senate. 
Senator Shively of Indiana, one of 
th e leaders on th e D em ocratic side, 
has let it be known th at he is opposed/ 
to Lorim er.

In a Lo ng Letter Submitted to the 
President in Answer to Pincho t’s 
Charges o f Fraud, President J o siin 
of the Tanana Valley Railro ad T^akes 
Occasio n to Giv e the Other Side o f 
the Co ntro v ersy . 


W ashington, Jan. 3.—Falcon Josiin, 
president of the Tanana Valley Rail­ 
road company of Alask a, in a long let­ 
ter submitted to President Taft in an­ 
swer to charges of fraud made by Gif­ 
ford Pinchot and his brother Amos in 
relation 
to » the 
Cunningham 
coal 
claims, not only arraigns Pinchot se­ 
verely, but mak es a bitter attack on 
former President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Jos­ 
iin characterizes Pinchot as a “self- 
appointed champion” and Roosevelt as 
“the former imperial occupant of the 
W hite House.” 
He says that as one 
of the 30,000 citizens of Alask a, he 
wishes to protest against Pinchot’s 
charge that the Cunningham claims 
were fraudulently filed, and, if approv­ 
ed, will work to the detrim ent of Alas­ 
k a. Joslin’s rem ark s about Roosevelt 
are particularly acrimonious. He says 
that Roosevelt vetoed one act of con­ 
gress relating to Alask an coal lands 
by a mere order, upon the advice and 
approval of Pinchot. This was the act 
of 19 04, which Mr. Roosevelt had pre­ 
viously approved. 
“Two years later,” says Josiin, “Pin­ 
chot concluded that it wras not a good 
law. He did not apply to congress to 
amend« or repeal it, but went directly 
to the imperial occupant of the W hite 
House and Mr. Roosevelt on Nov. 12, 
19 06, issued an order suspending it. 
He not only suspended it as to future 
applications, but suspended the rights 
of those already 
initiated under it. 
Was there ever a more despotic use 
of executive power in this nation? 
“It was an illegal usurpation. It was 
a high and dangerous misdemeanor. 
It has block ed the development of the 
territory of Alask a. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
hero assumed the right to abrogate an 
act (H^congress. It was a tyranny and 
an invasion of the rights of the people 
of Alask a. 
They are entitled to live 
under law, and not under despotic or­ 
ders far more demoralizing than any 
fraud that ever has been perpetrated 
by an individual against the public do­ 
main. Though four jasars have passed 
this coal law of 19 04 still stands sus­ 
pended. 
It is not through oppression 
of any great and grasping monopoly 
that has. as Mr. Pinchot claims, arrest­ 
ed the development of Alask a, but the 
abuse of power at W ashington insti­ 
gated by Mr. Pinchot that has throt­ 
tled our development.” 
Mr. Josiin says he holds no brief for 
Cunningham and has no interest of 
any k ind or nature in the case except 
as a citizen of Alask a. 
“The principal, if not the only, ob­ 
ject of Mr. Pinchot’s intervention,” 
says Mr. Josiin, “is evidently to em­ 
barrass and to do injury to Secretary 
Ballinger, to whom he bears mortal 
enmity. He has w ritten his hatred of 
Secretary Ballinger into his brief.”
